The process of extracting from 
Germany the machinery she has sto- 
len is an arduous.one. 


The report of the overseas military 
forees of Canada tabled in the house 
of commons at Ottawa last week by 
Sir Edward Kemp, overseas minister 
of militia, contains 533 printed pages. 
It is a comprehensive history of the 
activities of the Canadian forces dur- 
ing the war period with definite data 
as to the strength of the personnel 
of the various organizations at the 
time of the signing of the armistice. 

“JT welcome,” says Sir Edward 
Kemp, ina preface to the report, “this 
opportunity of expressing to: the for- 
ecs who have served in all theatres in 
all capacities my heartfelt apprecia- 
tion of their magnificent achievement. 
Wherever a stern or difficult task had 
to be performed, wherever the fight 
was fiercest, Canadian troops were in 
the forefront, by their valor, patience, 
and skill upholding and increasing a 
renown which will endure for all 
time.”

Raynhams’ Plane

Seemed Vehicle of Doubtful Strength

St. John’s, Nfld—The skeleton of 
Frederick R. Raynham’s Martinsyde 
plane, a thing of frail appearance, 
stripped of its covering of linen and 
veneer, has been set up in a repair 
ship to be reassembled. It seemed a 
slight structure for the burden as- 
signed to it, and with the forward 
parts wrenched and a torn, a vehicle 
of doubtful strength to brave the pas- 
sage of the upper regious of the At- 
lantic.

iCanadian Claims 
For War Losses 


Caused By Illegal Methods Adopted | 
By the Germans 

Ottawa, Ontario.—A memorandum 
has been prepared for the Canadian 
Government dealing with the claims 
for compensation by Canadians for 
losses during the war caused by the 
illegal methods of warfare adopted by 
the Germans and their allies. Claims 
up to the present moment have been 
received for some $34,000,000, while 
others are still being received, The 
greater part of the- Canadian claims 
are made up of shipping losses, there 
being 36 ships: of which Canadians 
were either owners or part owners 
which were illegally destroyed by the 
Germans. 

This meniorandum makes public for 
the first time the close proximity to 
the Canadian shores of thé enemy 
submarines during 1918. The schooner 
Dornfontein was attacked off Ganner 
Rock, the Bay of Fundy, in August, 
1918; the steamer Erik, 70 miles from 
Gallantry Head, on a voyage from St. 
Johns, Newfoundland, to Sydney, 
Cape Breton, on August 25; the oil 
jtanker Luz Blanca, outward bound 
from Halifax, was attacked off Che- 
bucto Head in the same month; the 
trawler Triumph was captured by a

'Pro ovisions of Wild Land 
Tax Act Modified 
by Recent Amendments 


At the last session of.the Provincial 
Legislature, the Wild Land Tax was 
amended by legisation introduced hy the 
Minister of Municipal Aflairs under whose 
direction this Act is administered. 

One of the outetanding features of these 
amendments is the widening of the pro- 
visions tinder which exemption from the 
tax might be secured. As the Act has 
been in force during the past four years, 


by exemption might be secured, was re- 
quired to take place during the year 
previous to that in which the tax was 
levied. This being the case, the purchaser 
of land from the Dominion Government 
or- from the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, who made his purchase in the 
fall of the year, had no opportunity to 
earn exemption from the Wild Lands 
Tax in the following year. This was un- 
fair as the purchaser in question had no 
control of the land during the previous 
year, and was thus ‘penalized because of 
a condition of affairs beyond his control. 
The Act as it now stands, provides that 
exemption may be granted if the cultiva- 
tion takes place prior to the first day of 
July of the yearin which the tax is levied. 
The amount ofcultivation, and the number 
of head of stock pastured, is left as it was; 
namely,—one quarter of the land must be 
cultivated, and there inust be stock in the 
proportion of one head of cattle or horses, 
or three sheep, to every ten acres. The 
provision in regard to residence exemp- 
tion also remains the same; namely,—a 
bona fide farmer who is resident on his 
land is exempt for 640 acres, and such 
land may be any place within a radus of, 
nine miles from his place of residence. 
During past years, the administration 
of the Wild Lands Tax Act has been crit-| 
ieized on account of the fact that lands’! 
were sometimes assessed under this Act’ 
that were really exempt from such tax. 
Because of the large areas given to each | 
assessor to cover, this was unavoidable | 
as it was impossible for him to see all of! 
the land in his district, and he had, | 
therefore, to depend for much of his in- 
formation on hearsay evidence from. 
partics in the community. This led toa 
good deal of misunderstanding, and many 
mistakes were nade. This condition of 
affiairs was, of comtps, very unsatisfactory, 
and provision h n made whereby, | 
commencing with the current year, all 
land taxed under this act will be actually 
seen by the person responsible for the, 
assessment, 
. In the organized portions of the Pro-| 
vince; that is, in the Municipal Districts, 
this tax will be levied by the Municipal | 
District, and it will be possible for the 
official levying the taxes for the District, 
to obtain exact information as to what 
lands in the district are subject to this 
tax, and there should be no possibility of 


or of land subject to taxation being omitted |©) 
from the tax roll. 

In the unorganized portions of the 
province, the staff of outside Assessors 
employed by the department has been in- 
creased, and each assessor must see all 
the land that he assesses; no hearsay 
evidence will be taken, This will insure 
a proper assessment in the unorganized 
territory as well asin the organized areas, 
and it will do away with the possibility 
of a man being assessed for land which 
he is cultivating or on which he has prob- 
ably made his home for a number of 
years. 

The placing of the Wild Lands Tax 
Assessment in the hands of the Municipal 
Districts will also tend to better service 
in other ways ; this is, all taxes on lands 
in Municipal Districts with the exception 
of School Taxes in some cases, will now 
be payable to the one official ; that is to 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the Municipal 
District. There will only be one Tax Roll, 
and only one tax notice and one tax 
receipt will be necessary. A party who 
owns land in a Municipal District will 
not receive any tax notices from the De- 
partment of Municipal Affairs, He will 
jonly receive one tax notice from. the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the aunioipall'y 
in which his land is situated, and this 
notice will show all taxes pa able by him, 
and a clear receipt from the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Municipal Dictrict will 
be evidence that all bis taxes have been
